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OVER 500,000 MEN 
HAVE VOLUNTEERED 
TO FIGHT GERMANY 


Figures Show How Regular 
Army, National Guard and 
Navy Have Grown in Less 
Than Three Months. 


70,000 MEN STILL NEEDED 
FOR THE REGULAR ARMY 
President Wilson Has Des- 
ignated This Week as Re- 
cruiting Week and a Big 
Drive Will Be Made to Get 
the Men. 


Washington, June 24.—More than 
half a million men have volunteered 
in the American army and navy dur- 
ing the period of less than three months 
that has clapsed since war was de- 
clared to exist. 

The army, navy and national guard 
represented an aggregate strength of 
little more than 300,000 men when the 
war resolution was adopted. Today 
between 700,000 and 800,000 are en- 
rolled and the great majority of them 
are armed, equipped and under train- 
ing. They will be joined at the end 
of the summer by nearly a million men 
selected for the new national army. 

Figures on Volunteers. 

The regular army totaled a little 
more than 100,000 men three. months 
ago; it is nearing the 250,000 mark to- 
day and war department officials, 
backed by the press of the country, 
are bending every effort to bring it 
up to 300,000 during the present week. 

The national guard, 150,000 strong 
when war came, numbers nearly 260,- 
000 today and nearly 75,000 actually 
are under arms, guarding against Ger- 
man plotters and doing the job thor- 
oughly. 3 

The marine corps has been raised 
from 17,000 to nearly 30,000 men. 

The regular bluejacket force of the 
navy has been raised from less than 
60,000 to 120,000. The boys of the 
country have thronged to the navy in 
euch numbers that recruiting stations 
could not be built fast enough to ac- 
oom modate them. a 

An entirely new force of railway 
engineers for duty in France has been 
created, and some of the regiments 
are now at full strength and ready to 
go. Probably 12,000 men have already 
joined these regiments. 

Forty thousand picked men are under 
strenuous training at the officere’ 
training camps, insuring. good junior 
officers for the national army. Other 
thousands are doing their hard t 
the medical corps and engineer corpé | 
training camps and still others are 
with the naval coast defense reserve 
keeping the Atlantic coast free from 
the submarine menace. 

Immediate Need fer Army. 

The immediate need, administration 
officials believe, is to bring the regular 
army up to its full strength without 
delay. These are the first line troops, 
the men who will be the first Ameri- 
cans to face the German hosts. They 
will be the bone and sinew of General 
Pershing’s army, and there must be no 
delay in getting them ready to go. 

President Wilson has designated the 
present week as recruiting week for 
the regulars. Secretary Baker has 
sought the aid of all newspapers to the 
end that 70,000 men shall be enrolled 
before June 30. No explanation of the 
need for getting the men dy that time 
has been given, but it has been as- 
sured that it has to do with getting 
forces to Europe. 

Recruiting officers throughout the 
country have been instructed to advise 
with the editors of the newspapers in 
their section to work out ways of stim- 
ulating interest. 

Every Volunteer Cuts State’s Quota. 

Brigadier General MoCain, adjutant 
general of the army, pointed out again 
today that under the selective army 
bill, every man who volunteers in the 
regulars now from any state means one 
man less that state will be required to 
furnish in the national army. A care- 
ful record of the state distribution of 
recruits is being kept for that purpose. 

General McCain also directed atten- 
tion to the fact that after the second 
series of officers’ training camps has 
closed, the only road to promotion will 
be from the existing forces. Men in 
the regular regiments will have equal 
if not better chances for securing com- 
missions than men in the national 
guard or the national army. They will

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With Contempt 
On United States 


According to General Von 
Blume—General Says War 
Will Be Decided Before 
New Enemies Can Act. 


Amsterdam, June 24.—The semi-offi- 
cial North German Gazette publishes 
a review of the military situation in 
which General von Blume writes: 

“With head erect and a gaze full of 
contempt we come to a consideration 
of the nations which, since the begin- 
ning of the year, have joined our ene- 
mies, the United States in the forefront 
of them. With our three allies we 


now have to guard ourselves against 18. 


entire hostile and 9 half hostile states. 
comprising the greatest part of the 
earth’s inhabitants. The more enemies 
the more honor.” ' 

General von Blume declares the in- 
creased power of Germany’s enemies is 
not 60 much as to evoke any anxiety, 
and he argues along the familiar lines 
that, in all human probability. the war 
will be decided defore a considerable 
increase in the present insignificant 
forces of the new enemies can de de- 
veloped; also that their geographical 
position makes their influential inter- 
vention impossible. 

“We are remaining firmly enough on 
our feet not to stumble over straws,” 
he adds.

FOR SENDING MISSION 


1 Is Said That This Is the 
First Time a Foreign Mis- 
sion Ever Succeeded in 
Enlisting Attention of the 
Moscow Workers. 


Moscow, June 24.— The first meetins 
attended here by Elihu a and the 
other members of the Américan com- 
mission today was held in the palace of 
the governor general. There were as- 
sembled representatiyes of the zemstvo 
and municipal union, the zemstvo in- 
dustrial committee and the local coun- 
cil of the Workmen's and Soldiers’ depu- 
ties. 

The meeting was in the nature of a 
test to determine whether the commis- 
sion is to have the real sympathy of the 
socialist element in the country. It 16 
said here that no foreign government 
ever succeeded in enlisting the atten- 
tion and interest of committees repre- 
senting the working men of Moscow. 
But as Mr. Root began to speak, an- 
tagonism and indifference yielded to 
rapt attention and he was “warmly 
applauded” at the conclusion. 

Root Lauds Russians. 

“We have seen nothing since we came 
to Russia,“ said Mr. Root, “that gives 
cause for criticism. We marvel at the 
self-control, the kindliness of spirit and 
the sound common sense that the Rus- 
Sians display. We feel that the work 
you are doing in the committees is on 
the right path toward an actual perma- 
nent democracy. 
government of Germany, the 
German social system, even German so- 
cialism, are all militaristic in their es- 
sential nature.

FINNS\SUPPRESS 
ANARCHIST LEADER. 


Helsingfors, Finland, June 24.—This 
city has finally, been relieved from the 
threat of a régime of terror upder 
Jean Bolt, an anarchist leader, who Bad 
lately risen to. power and who ‘had 
gathered about him a group of follow~ 
ers comprising anti-religious manfacs,; 
pickpoockéts: ahd other profession 
criminals lately released from jail. 


Bolt, followed by 400 rogues, faidea 
the Nicholas cathedral in the middle 
of a series of services being conducted 
there, declared. the building captured 
and turned it into a “Temple of the 
Poor.“ One of Bolt’s followers, an un- 
frocked priest, stepped into the pulpit 
and preached a blasphemous, violent 
sermon on the history of religious 
shams. . 

Early the next morning a nundred 
militiamen stormed the cathedral and, 
notwithstanding Bolt’g appeals to his 
followers to massacre them, defeated 
the criminals in a hand-to-hand strug- 
gle, during which there was consider- 
able shooting and two of the militia® 
men were wounded. The cathedral was 
seriously damaged, its doors being en- 
tirely destroyed. 

Bolt escaped. He is believed to have 
left the city sufreptitiously, the towns- 
people having threatened to lynch him.

Some senators will endeavor to ex- 
tend government control to coal, oil, 
iron and steel, copper, lead and various | 
other basic materials. The interstate 
gommerce committee will begin investi- 
gations Tuesday ‘with such extensions 
in view. 

While the senate is occupied with the 
control bill the house will proceed with 
the rivers and harbors bill, to be fol- 
lowed by the administration measure 
authorizing the president to direct pri- 
ority in railroad shipments, which has 
passed the senate. The war tax bill 
probably will be completed this week 
by the senate finance committee. In- 
come excess profits and publishers’ 
taxes are the important questions pend- 
ing after four weeks of redrafting. 

Appropriations for the defense coun- 
cil’s great aircraft program also will 
be considered by both branches of con- 
gress this week. Secretary Baker will 
testify tomorrow before a senate mili- 
tary affairs subcommittee in behalf of 
the program and an initial appropria- 
tion of $600,000,000.

Speaker Champ Clark in an address 
at a Red Cross rally today, put the same 
thought this way: 


“Those who can’t fight can pay. 

From sun up tomorrow to midnight, 
committees in virtually every city, town 
and village in the United States are ex- 
pected to work strenuously to collect 
the dollars that will mean life savin 
for American soldiers and sailors an 
mercy for millions of civilian war vic- 
tims in Europe.

Baron Mon- 
cheur, aided by Lieutenant General Le- 
clerog, and Ambassador Bakhmetieff, 
aided by Lieutenant General Roop, 
placed floral wreaths on the tomb be- 
side similar wreaths laid there by For- 
eign Secretary Balfour, of Great Brit- 
ain, former Premier Viviani and Mar- 
shal Joffre, of France, and the Prince 
of Udine of Italy. 

Baron Moncheur's Tribute. 

Baron Moncheur spoke Very earnest- 
ly and sTowly: 

“In the serious hour when human 
freedom is locked in a death struggle 
with the powers of darkness, we come 


of American liberty. 

„Although his body lies here, his 
work survives, and’ his spirit still lives 
in the Americans people. I know of 
nothing which tipifles that spirit bet- 
ter than the words of Washington 
when, in bequeathing his sword to his 
nephew, he added the injunction that 
it should never be drawn except in 
defense of liberty and juatice, and that, 
when once drawn, it should never be 
Sheathed before the complete victory 
of right over wrong. 

“It is that spirit which animates 
your nation in the present as in the 
past. You looked across the sea and 
saw liberty struggling in the grasp of 
autocracy, that hideous monster, the 
enemy of mankind. You came to her 
aid, and by throwing your mighty 
Sword into the scales you have in- 
Sured that right will prevail, and that 
the world will be made safe for ail 
honest nations—the small as well as 
the great. 

“You have done what Washington 
would have done. And, therefore, in 
paying homage to the father of your 
country, I offer a tribute of devotion 
and gratitude to the whole American 


people.

devole valley at Mont Settsass. The 
Italians not only stopped the attack, 
but themselves took the initiative and 
drove back the enemy, inflicting heavy 
casualties on him. 

The operations in Russia and Galicia 
still have not risen in importance ‘above 
patrol engagements and reconnais- 
sances. These have been lively in Gali- 
cia. 

Likewise in the Macedonia~ theater 
only small engagements by patrol par- 
ties have been reported, although east 
of Lake Presba the enemy has violent- 
ly shelled ‘entente trenches. 


FRENCH RETAKE 
PART OF SALIENT | 
FROM GERMANS 


Paris, June 24.—The following state- 
ment on military operations was issued 
today by the French war department: 

„The activity of the two artilleries 
has been somewhat lively in the region 
of Hurtebise and Craonne. South of 
Juvincourt our counter batteries stop- 
ped a violent bombardment of our lines 
and a German attack which was in 
preparation in this region was prevent- 
ed, the troops being unable to leave 
their trenches because of the violence 
of our fire. 

“In the Champagne we easily repulsed 
an enemy attack northeast of Mont 
Carnillet. In the direction of Auberive 
we carried out a surprise attack and 
brought back some prisoners.” 

The war office issued the following 
communication tonight: 

In the region east of Vauxaillon a 
spirited counter attack by our troops 
enabled us to retake the greater part 
of the salient held by the enemy north- 
east of Moisy farm. 

“The artillery action was quite ac- 
tive in the Hurtebise sector and on the 
left bank of the Meuse: it was inter- 
mittent on the rest of the front. 

“Belgium Communication: ‘Last night 
the enemy artillery-onvbarded our eom- 
munications tbehind. Dixmude and at 
Steenstraete and Het-Sas. Today the 
artillery activity was very pronounced 
near Reninghe, Pypegaale and Lizerne; 
there was lively bomb fighting near 
Steenstraete and the ferryman’s house. 
Our aviators brovght down an enemy 
machine which fell between Zande and 
Zevecote.’ 

„Eastern Theater, June 23: Patrol 
encounters took place in the region of 
Lake Doiran. East of Lake Presba the 
enemy carried out a violent artillery 
and machine gun fire on our trenches, 
but in the face of the vigorous reply of 
our artillery no Infantry action was at- 
tempted.” 


GERMANS CLAIM 
CHAMPAGNE GAIN. 


Berlin, June 24.—(Via London.)— 
Concentrated fire from the German ar- 
tillery has forced the French to evac- 
uate the ground they captured June 
18 and 21 east of Mont Carnillet, in 
the Champagne, army headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The artillery battle has continued 
along the Aisne front and there has 


been considerable firing on the front 


held by the British near Warneton and 
south of the Scarpe 

The text of the 
reads: 

“Western Front: On the British and 
Belgian front between the coast and 
the St. Quentin canal there was noth- 
ing unusual about the fighting activity 
yesterday. There were strong waves of 
fire north of Warneton and directly 
south of the Scarpe. British recon- 
noitering advances were repulsed. 

“In the Vauxaillon sector and south- 
east of Filain and also on the western 
bank of the Aisne, in the ‘western 
Champagne and on the left bank of the 
Meuse, the artillery activity was strong 
at times. 

“The effect of our concentrated fire 
compelled the French to evacuate the 
ground they gained on the 18th and 
the 2lst east of Mont Carnillet. Our 
reconnaissances discovered that heavy 
losses had been sustained by the 
enemy. 

“In the Wyschaete salient we shot 
down three captive balloons. The en- 
emy also lost three airplanes, 

‘Eastern and-Macedonian Fronts: The 
situation is unchanged.” 


BRITISH CHECK 
GERMAN RAIDS; 


London, June 24.—Today’s British of- 
ficial statement regarding operations 
on the Franco-Belgian front is as fol- 
lows:

HATS OFF TO TROUP 


Troup county, Georgia, is making a bril- 
liant record for itself in the splendid man- 
ner in which it is giving expression to its 
patriotism. 

On registration day, June 5, Troup offered 
for selective conscription more young men 
in proportion to its population than any 
other county in the state; which in itself 
was something to be roud of. 

But it is equally liberal with its cash, for 
it has to date subscribec to the Red Cross 
fund more money in proportion to its wealth 
than any other Georgia county. 

Its record in both respects is all the more 
remarkable because there are no large cities 
in the county; and it denotes a fine patriotic 
spirit upon the part of a financially prosper- 
ous, equally generous, rural population. 

The county's proportionate pro rata of the 


proposed $100,000,000 Red Cross fund would 


amount to about $10,000. That amount was 
what Troup was expected to give; but by 
Saturday its total subscription had passed 
well beyond $21,000—with money still pour- 
ing in! 

And a gratifying feature of the subscrip 
tion is the large number of citizens of the 
county participating in it.

FIRE PREVENTION AND WAR. 


Never before have conditions made it 
go necessary that every possible precau- 
tion should be invoked against fire as now, 
when every ounce of foodstuffs and neces- 
sities that is wasted increases by just that 
much the burden of the nation in the 
prosecution of the war. 

For some time past the federal govern- 
ment and the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, acting in conjunction, have been 
engaged in a campaign for fire prevention, 
but since the war began, with the conse- 


ye quent demand for greater and still greater

food conservation, these activities have 
been increased to such an extent that they 
have been characterized “the greatést anti- 
fire crusade ever begun in the world.” 

The campaign has enlisted approxi- 
mately 4.000 fire-prevention experts, who, 
scattered throughout the country, form the 
vanguard, according to a recent published 
account, “of the countless army of those 
who, in one capacity or another, are arrayed 
in the cause.” Governors, state councils of 
defense, fire departments, mayors, business 
men and corporations all are appealed to to 
enter actively into co-operation with the 
national machinery with the one great ob- 
ject in view: the prevention of waste by 
fire. And a notable fact is that the most 
energetic workers of any one class are said 
to be the members of grain dealers’ asso- 
ciations, with the general aim of. patriotic 
service.

DIDN'T STOP--SIX DEAD! 

Another automobile driver tried to beat 
an on-coming express train to a grade-cross- 
ing—this happened Friday in Maryland. 

But he didn’t. His judgment was faulty; 
and because he ignored the dictates of com- 
mon prudence and failed to “stop, look and 
listen,” his car was struck and he, with his 
five passengers—one of whom was his wife 
—met a terrible death. 

For his folly, his heedlessness, his fool- 
hardiness, or whatever it is that prompts 
people to take such needless risks, six valu- 
able lives were snuffed out! Thinking, per- 
haps, to save a few moments of time, six 
human beings were precipitated into eter- 
nity! ‘ 

It’s simply a repetition of the old, old 
story—as old, and as non-extenuating as the 
didn't- Know · it was- loaded story! 

One wonders when will men learn to obey 
the crudest fundamentals of common sense! 
When will men—especially when charged 
with the responsibility of an automobile 
with its precious human freight—learn that 
discretion is always the better part, and to 
exercise at least a mild degree of precau- 
tion! 

It should not, but it may, require law to 
teach them. If not to teach them, to com- 
pel them, to guard against this form of mur- 
der and suicide at grade-crossings! 

Tennessee already has such a law; and 
the Georgia legislature will be asked in a 
few days to enact one along similar lines. 

Too bad that such legislation should be 
necessary, but nevertheless it seems to be, 
because such positively unwarranted and in- 
excusable loss of life as that in Maryland; 
that at Jonesboro a few days ago; that at 
Hapeville, only last spring, and like that 
which is going on about us almost every 
day, is more than the people of a state 
should be expected to put up with. 

The public must be safe-guarded against 
the grade-crossing speed maniac somehow, 
and if law is required to do it, let us have 
the law! 

The Tennessee law provides that— 


the driver of every automobile, motor- 
cycle or other motor-driven vehicle be 
and is hereby required when traveling 
any public road, street or highway, to 
come to a full stop before crossing rail- 
road tracks at grade, at a distance of not 
less than ten feet nor more than fifty 
feet from the nearest rail of such rail- 
road track or tracks. 

There are exceptions, exempting from 
amenability to the act automobiles or other 
motor-driven vehicles of any municipality 
when responding to an alarm of fire, and 
those of police departments when respond- 
ing to emergency calls. 

Such a law, rigidly enforced, with a good 
stiff penalty attached, certainly would work 
no hardship upon the public, and might be 
the means of saving a useful life, prevent 
the mangling and maiming of many a good 
sound body, and circumvent the breaking of 


‘many a heart. 


It is a question which will be for the leg- 
islators to decide. 


A HAPPY SUGGESTION. 


At best the soldier’s life is rather a 
monotonous one, and any little act we 
might perform to brighten it is sure to 
meet with hearty appreciation; and no one 
should overlook an opportunity to do him a 
kindness. 

Just now many soldiers are employed in 
guard duty at railroad bridges and trestles, 
and the traveling public has a splendid op- 
portunity to help them to pass many an 
otherwise dreary hour, by a simple little 
act of thoughtfulness that costs not a cent. 

How, is explained in a suggestion re- 
cently published by the Western Union Tel- 
egraph company, as follows: 


The boys in khaki who are guarding 
the right-of-way are generally located 
far from towns where they can get a 
daiiy paper. If the traveling man when 
map i reading his paper would slip 
a rubber band around it or tie it with a 
bit of string and throw it off at the 
first tent along the railroad, the act 
would be appreciated. — 
Nor is it necessary to limit this sug- 

gested ‘free distribution of reading matter 
to newspapers. It frequently happens that 
a traveler gets all he wants out of a maga- 
zine, periodical or book before reaching the 
end of his journey, and when he detrains 
such matter is commonly left in his seat. 
Why not toss these out of the window 
also? They would be intensely appreciated 
by the young fellows cut off from home 


ties, their accustomed associates — and the 


family book-shelves. 


The plan is so easy and simple and so 
full of happy possibilities that the wonder is 
that it has not been thought of and put into 
practice before now. It has, in fact, been 
recommended more or less generally with 
section gangs as the recipients in view: 
but it spould be remembered that the av- 
erage soldier craves reading matter even 
more than does the section worker. 

In consideration of the fact that but for 
the service of the soldiers in guarding the 
railroads travel would not be safe any- 
where in this country, the return sug- 
gested by the Western Union seems small 
enough.

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MEAT VS. ENDURANCE. 

The old myth that meat is strengthening 
is accountable for a great deal of extrava- 
gant living among people in general and 
poor people in particular. It is also a factor 
of a great deal of preventable sickness. 

The kind of strength which counts in 
work and play is not merely muscular devel- 
opment. An athlete may, by practice, de- 
velop a certain muscle or group of muscles 
to an abnormal degree sufficient to per- 
form remarkable feats of strength, yet the 
man would possibly fail miserably in a test 
of physical endurance, in competition with 
a healthier, more hygienic living individual 
without athletic training of any kind. A 
notable illustration of this fact was the 
demonstration of Horace Fletcher, who, 
when about 69 years old, far outstripped 
Yale’s best athletes in endurance tests, 
though he was not “in training” at the time. 
Fletcher was not a meat eater. 

Of fifteen meat eaters who tried an en- 


| durance test consisting of holding the arm 
‘horizontally as long as possible, and deep 


knee bending as many times as possible and 
as fast as the individual desired, only two 
were able to hold the arms out over a quar- 
ter of an hour, whereas of thirty-two ab- 
Stainers from flesh food fifteen exceeded 
that limit, nine exceeded an hour, four ex- 
ceeded two hours and one exceeded three 
hours. That is endurance, if you have ever 
tried it. Of the fifteen flesh eaters five sur- 
passed 325 deep knee bendings, whereas of 
twenty-one non-flesh eaters seventeen sur- 
passed that number of deep flexions. 

None of the flesh-eaters reached a thou- 
sand deep knee flexions, whereas six of the 
abstainers surpassed that figure. 

The hardest manual labor in the world 
is done by men and women who rarely if 
ever eat any meat. 

The wise thing to do, if good health and 
physical endurance and mental efficiency are 
sought, is to cut down meat (which in this 
sense of course includes fish, fowl and eggs) 
to a low figure, say once a week for a seden- 
tary individual, twice a week for a manual 
laborer, and three times a week for a grow- 
ing child. ,

She might find out by having her doctor 
reflect his headlight into the nasal cavity 
and examine for such trouble. 

Quick Action. 

I was so impressed with some advice you 
gave a correspondent in the paper some 
weeks ago that I want to tell you about it. 
You suggested to him that “cold steel was 
the only cure for hemorrhoids.” At 6 p. m. 
I read your advice, at 7 went to hospital, 
and by 9 next morning my piles were only a 
memory. Surgeon found a fistula, slight 
stricture and several hemorrhoids. I am 80 
glad I read your advice. Now may I ask 
just one question? Since reading» your arti- 
cles I realize that the use of vegetable ca- 
thartics creates hemorrhoids, and I want to 
find out what one can do to move the bow- 
els without using injurious drugs of that 
sort. (A. C. M.) 

ANSWER—Whole wheat bread instead of 
white bread, or bran every day. Use enough 


mineral oil (liquid petrolatum) to maintain 


bowel action—perhaps tablespoonful two or 


three times a day. Eat bulky coarse vege- 


tables, fruits with seeds, green garden truck. 
Regular training of the bowel by habit, and 
the squatting posture of the untutored sav- 
age.

But I recall that you 
told us something about the Streptococcus, 
and I now seek to learn what a doctor means 
when he says a sore throat is a “Strepto- 
coccus infection.” I am afraid I am too old 
to learn, but if you will also explain why 
I am a little short of breath when I exert 
myself in walking or going up hill, though 
I haven't an ache or pain, barring my pet 
bunion, I shall have all the satisfaction a 
woman feels when her curiosity has been 
gratified.

ANSWER-—Streptococcus is one rather 
savage species of bacteria, often infecting 
the throat, and sometimes causing very 
severe sore throat in epidemics. Your short 
breath may be due to your carelessness in 
neglecting your morning somersaults, grand- 
ma, and that hastens the arterial stiffening 
which cuts down so noticeably on the wind.

It the German people had had equat 
representation in the’ reichstag, the war 
could never have occurred,” Thurman Hen- 
dricks McCoy, noted lecturer, riter and 
divine, told his audience at the Baptist 
Tabernacle last night. 

His address dealt with a comparison of 
the German and American forms of govern- 
ment. 7 

“All men are free and equal,“ he said, 
“because God made them so, and no govern- 
ment which fails to recognize the essential 
freedom and equality of the race can per- 
manently endure. 

“The German imperial government is a 
beautiful structure—to look at. But it is 
built upon the sand of nationalism, the mud 
of iniquity and the clay of tyranny and 
sla very.“ he continued. “Their suffrage is 
based upon wealth. Electoral districts are 
based upon aristocracy, and the German im- 
perial government is paternalistic, not frater- 
nalistic. 

“America is fighting against no man, or 
group of men, but is fighting for all men. 
We have no animosity toward anybody. We 
desire no territorial expansion. We seek 
to perpetuate no dynasty. 

“We are in the war to liberate that-part 
of humanity who are enslaved; to emancipate 
those of our fellow men who-are handicapped 
by a false theory of government. : 

“In the last German election, the largest 
party in German politics, the socialist-dem- 
ocratic party, cast 3,500,000 votes, and elect- 


| 


ed 43 members of the lower house. The con- 
servative party, with but 1,500,000 votes, 


-elected 83 representatives. 


“Statistica show that 15 per cent of the 
German ‘people elect two-thirds of the rep- 
resentatives in the lower house. The upper 
‘house is appointed by,the governors of the 
different German states. 

“God is on the side of the right, and the 
wrong cannot endure.” 

Mr Mecoy made a strong appeal to the 


American people for patriotism. 


“American patriotism is not fighting for 
something.“ he said; “it is fighting in order 
that the real principle of life may reveal 
itself. 

„America does not desire to create a new 
world order, but America does desire to 
recognize in eternal order, and to fight 
against all temporary orders so that the 
eternal order may function throughout the 
world. ~ 

Patriotism should manifest itself at this 
time by a careful study of why we are fight- 
ing and what we are fighting, against. If 
we are satisfied as to the righteousness of 
our case, then we should show it by a hearty 
giving of the best we have to the cause. 

“The subjugation of all other claims and 
the elimination of every selfish impulse; the 
cessation of food speculating and the utiliza- 
tion of all natural resources, economically 
and honestly—coal, oils, railroads and muni- 
tion plants.” All these were urged by Dr. 
MeCoy as necessary to America’s success 
in war. | 
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Ships and Food Needed by France 


More Than Men, Asserts Laboucher 


Fresh from the trenches in France, Rob 
Laboucher, of Havre, France, arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday, to open negotiations for 
shipments of cotton to be used by the French 
government in the manufacture of gunpow- 
der. 

Mr. Laboucher, who is stopping at the 
Piedmont, was deeply interested in the boys 
from the training camp at. Fort McPherson, 
who thronged the city streets Sunday. There 
are more soldiers in Atlanta, he said, than 
in any city he has visited in America. He 
spent two weeks in New York before com- 
ing here, and says that the people there 
seem to take the war lightly, all theaters 
running full blast, with few soldiers on the 
streets. 

Asked how America can best help the al- 
lies in the war, Mr. Laboucher said that there 
is a crying need for ships. That to supply 
them with food and munitions will enable 
them to win the war a great deal quicker 
than by sending soldiers. Once Germany 
realizes, he continued, that the submarine is 


ineffective toward starving the allies, she 
will soon quit. 

Mr. Laboucher served in the French army 
for two and a half years. He was discharged 
on account of a physical disability on April 
18 this year. He had one brother killed in 
the war, and another was severely wounded 
just before he left Havre for America, less 
than three weeks ago. 

The “gay Paree“ now lies dormant, Mr. 
Laboucher says. So many of the people are 
in mourning for relatives, and a large num- 
ber of the actors having been called to the 
colors, that the theaters have all closed up. 

Bakers in France, he says, are not allow- 
ed to sell their petrons fresh bread. All 
loaves are of uniform size and families are 
on an allowance. There is a heavy shortage 
of sugar also, he says, and they depend upon 
American oil fields for their supplies of 
petroleum and its products. 

Mr. Laboucher is traveling through the 
United States to purchase cotton for the

. Island of 
Margarita Where Germany 
Wants a Submarine Base 


The Venezuelan island of Margarita which, 
according to rumor, Germany has tried to 
secure as a submarine base, is described in 
the following war geography bulletin issued 
by the National Geographic society from its 
Washington headquarters: 

“The island of Margarita, which lies off 
the north coast of South America, being sepa- 
rated from the Venezuelan peninsula of Araya 
by a channel twelve miles wide, is more than 
two-thirds as large as the Isle of Pines, 
having an area of 440 square miles, its length 
being 45 miles and the width varying from 
a few feet to 20 miles. As a matter of fact, 
Margarita is practically two islands. The 
western half, culminating in the peak of 
Macanao, nearly 4,500 feet above sea level, is 
connected with the eastern half, whose moun- 
tain summit is Copel, with an altitude of 
4,100 feet, by a bare ribbon of sand which in 
some places is less than 200 feet wide. 

“While the coastal regions are arid, the 
interior of Margarita is extremely. fertile, 
and there are numerous little valleys where 
the pasturage is exceptionally fine. Maize, 
sugar, coffee, cotton and live stock are the 
principal products of the island, while fish- 
ing and the making of salt are the chief 
inhabitants. The 
women are also engaged in the plaiting of 
coarse straw hats which are sold all over 
Venezuela. 

An Interesting History. 

“Margarita has had an interesting history. 
It was discovered by Columbus in 1498 and 


the following year a Spaniard by the name 
of Guerra discovered pear! oysters on a neigh- 
boring island off the south coast. Many ad- 
venturers flocked to these waters during the 
next few years and Margarita itself derives 
its name from the pearl fisheries (margarita 
being the Spanish for pearl). Less than five 
miles off the southern coast is the islet of 
Cubagua, where the first Spanish settlement 
of South America, New Cadiz, was estab- 
lished in 1515, fifty years before the found- 
ing of St. Augustine, the first permanent set- 
tlement on the North American continent. 
New Cadiz was abandoned when the pearl 
fisheries ceased to be profitable. 

“Margarita fell a prey to the notorious 
freebooter, Lope de Aguirre, in 1561 and 
many years later was again ravaged both 
by the English and the Dutch. In Vene- 


guela’s war of independence the islanders, 


sided with revolutionists and as a result were 
cruelly punished by the Spaniards. When 
the country’s freedom was finally won the 
island was rewarded for its aid by being made 
a part of the district known as Nueva Esparta 
(New Sparta). 
Fisheries Are Very Profitable. 
“The fisheries of the island are extremely 


| profitable, the catches being made on a whole- 


sale scale with nets manned by from 150 to 
200 natives each. Twenty-five tons of fish 
have not infrequently been the catch in 
a single haul During the season of nine 
months a singte net often yields 225 tons of

The ndtional museum has received a large 
and valuable collection of memorials of the 
late Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley of 
the United States navy. This collection has 
been deposited by Mrs. Schley, widow of the 
admiral, and comprises a group of over 100 
articles, consisting of swords, medals, tro- 
phies, silver-plate, uniforms and personal 
mementoes of the late admiral, pertaining 
to his naval career, as well as to his Ma- 
sonic and other similar affiliations. —_ 

The collection contains a number of gold 
medals which were presented to Admiral 
Schley. during the course of his long service 
in the navy, and especially in connection with 
the Spanish war, in recognition of his bril- 
liant achievements. Among them is a gold 
medal from the Humane society of Massa- 
chusetts, presented as a token of esteem for 
his faithful service, when in command of 
the U. S. Expedition to Cape Sabine, which 
in 1884, rescued Lieutenant (now General) 
Greeley and the other six survivors of the 
Greeley Arctic expedition. There is also a 
handsome gold watch, his native state, Mary- 
land, presented to him in commemoration of 
the same event. Another medal, gorgeously 
studded with diamonds, was presented to 
the admiral by the state of Maryland at the 
close of the Spanish war, in recognition of 
his services in the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba, July 3, 1898, when the Spanish fleet 
was destroyed. 


Many Handsome Swerds. 

Several handsome swords are included -in 
the collection, gifts in commemoration of the 
same achievement, one from the state of 
Maryland and another, finished in gold, with 
a gem encrusted scabbard and hilt, presented 
by the Knights Templar. Probably of most 
interest is the service sword worn by Ad- 
miral Schley through his entire naval serv- 


| ice of 41 years, beginning with his gradua- 


tion from Annapolis in 1860 and extending to 
1901, when he reached* the age limit and 
was retired. Two of the admiral’s naval 
uniforms, one dress and one service, are in 
the group of mementoes, showing the rank 
straps and epauletts of a rear admiral. 

The commodore’s flag (a blue pennant 
bearing the single white star), which flew 
on the Brooklyn, Admiral Schley’s flagship 
during the battle of Santiago, is an object of 
particular interest. 

Several loving cups and silver services 
are to be seen in the display and form a most 
attractive part of the collection. One was 
presented by the state of Maryland in 1899. 
Part of another service which was made of 
the silver bullion taken from the safe of 
the Spanish battleship Cristobal Colon,” 
captured during the Spanish war, and which 
was afterwards converted into -a silver serv- 
ice of 69 pieces and presented to Admiral 
Schley by his admirers. 


Other Objects of Interest. 

Other objects of interest are two stat- 
uettes of bronze; one, designed by Emilie 
Laporte, presented by the citizens of Bing- 
hampton, N. T., on the occasion of the ad- 
miral’s visit to that city in 1902; the other, 
designed by the French artist, du Bois, and 
presented to Admiral Schley by a French 
steamship company, in 1900, as a token of 
appreciation of his services in saving one of 
the vessels of that line from disaster. 

A large silver centerpiece and accessories 


forms a contribution from Memphis, Tenn., 
in 1902. A beautiful loving cup was pre- 
sented by the citizens of Dallas, Texas, on 
the occasion of the admiral’s visit to that 
city ih 1902. The Texas cup, which is par- 
ticularly attractive, represents in design the 
state of Texas, and includes-the state seal: 
on the base are the heads of three Texas 
steers in silver, while the three handles 
curving gracefully upward present in form 
the heads of three American eagles, their 
wings reaching aloft—bearing on their 
breasts the arms of the United States com- 
bined with the symbols of the navy. 
In addition to the objects pirgney 
tioned, there are a number of artigti 
interesting gold ornaments which re pre- 
sented to the admiral by various fraternal

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GERMANY SENDS BOMBS 
Io A USED IN NORWAY 


Disclosures Create a Seaton 
in Christiania—Three , 
Men Arrested. 


London, June 24.— The seizure of a 
quantity of explosives which had just 
reached Christiania, Norway, from 
Germany and the arrest of threc for- | 
eigners has been officially confirmed, 
according to a Copenhagen dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company. The 
police are continuing the investigation 
and when the details are known an- 
other official communication, it is an- 
nounced, will be issued. 


The Tidens Tegn says that 1,000 kilo- 
grams of explosives were seized, in- 
cluding a number of infernal machines. 
One of the men arrested is Aaron Rau- 
tenfels, a German citizen, born in Fin- 
land, who declared thaf the bombs were 
intended for use in Finland. Accord- 
ing to the newspaper, however, the in- 
ferrtal machines, which were enclosed 
in cases resembling® lumps of coal, 
were to have been put aboard Norwe- 

ian ships in the coal bumpers. It adds 
hat the discovery of the plot prob- 
ably explains the loss of many Nor- 
wegian vessels that were supposed to 
have been mined or torpedoed. 

Christianta dispatches received here 
say that the leader of those arrested 
calls himself Baron von Rautenfels. 
His identity has not yet been estab- 
ished, but it is doubted whether he 
really is a baron. 

The dispatches add that the man's 
baggage contained among other things 
fifty bombs loaded with high explo- 
sives and a quantity of cigarettes and 
tobacco in which were concealed car- 
borundum, apparently intended to be 
Placed in the bearings of machinery in 
order to ruin it. 

The Christiania dispatches say that 
there have been five other arrests, in- 
cluding two Finlanders named Pehrsson 
and Witauen, in whose lodging the 
bulk of the explosives was found and 
also much incriminatory material, iden- 
tical with that found in the baggage of 
the Swedish, Baron von Rosen, who 
was arrested in Christiania last win- 
ter, but was subsequently released. 

The affair has been discussed at 
a secret meeting of the Storthing, but 
the official investigation is still in- 
complete. One report says Rautenfels 
will be compelled to leave Norway. 


The Baron von Rosen referred to in 
the . foregoing fled to Norway after 
his pro-German activities had aroused 
suspicion among the Swedish authori- 
ties. In his baggage in Sweden were 
found cans of explosives labelled ‘‘corn 
beef, while a search by the Norwegian 
police of his luggage, which he took 
across into Norway, revealed among 
other things cans of explosives mark- 
ed “table salt,“ bottles marked “mouth 
wash,” containing cultures of dan- 
serous bacilli and boxes of lump sugar, 
each lump concealing a glass vial also 
filled with bacilli of anthrax or glan- 
ders. 

Von Rosen’s field of operations was 
along the Swedish-Finnish border. It 
was supposed that his purpose was to 
destroy Russian food and munitions 
storehouses and with the bacilli infect 
the horse transport between the north- 
ern Norwegian town of Narik and Fin- 
land, by which a tremendous tide of 
merchandise flows into Russia. 


O’CONNOR HAS ARRIVED 
TO DISCUSS IRELAND 


New York, June 24.—T. P. O'Connor. 
M. P., one of the leaders of the Irish 
nationalist party, accompanied by Rich- 
ard Hazleton, member of the house of 
commons from North Galway, and sec- 
retary of the Irish party, arrived here 
today on a British steamship. The ob- 
ject of the visit, according to Mr. 
O'Connor, is to place before the men 
of his race and the friends of Ireland 
of all races in this country, the reali- 
ties and the issues of the Irish situa- 
tion. The stay here is indefinite, the 
said, and after a few days in New York 
they expect to go to Washington. 

“The situation in Ireland is still 
somewhat confused.“ Mr. O'Connor said 
on landing. A series of unfortunate 
mistakes and tragic events has pro- 
duced resentment and thrown many of 
the younger men of the country off 
their balance for the moment. But this, 
in my opinion, represents a mood and 
not a settled preference for the hope- 
less program of armed insurrection 
over a constitutional movement. 

“As to the war, opinion in England 
grows more united and hardened. My 
own views have been already express- 
ed. I need say nothing at the moment 
further about America’s welcome into 
the war, except that Lincoln's 83 
at Gettysburg, and President Wilson's 
address to congress, represent to me 
the dearest definitions of the issues 
and purposes for which all freemen 
today are fighting. 


FREDERICK PALMER 
ON PERSHING’S STAFF 


Paris, June 24.—It was announced 
at American army headquarters today 
that Major General Pershing had ap- 
pointed Frederick Palmer, of New York, 
to his staff in the intelligence depart- 
ment, with the rank of major. 

The appointinent is in line with Gen- 
eral Pershing’s purpose to obtain spe- 
cialists in all branches of the service, 
and Mr. Palmer’s long experience at 
the Furopean front was regarded as 
making him particularly valuable to 
the staff at this time. He will have 
general charge of the army’s rela- 
tions with the American press and 
while his activities will be chiefly de- 
voted to that work the staff will be 
able to utilize his war acquired knowl- 
edge in other respects.

London, June 21.— Winston Spencer 
Churchill, in an article in the Sunday 
Pictorial, demands an aggressive policy 
for the vast surplus fleets under the 
entente allies, especially since Ameri- 
ca’s entry into the war. 

The allied navies,” he declared. 
“have today at least two dreadnaughts 
for every one at the disposal of Ger- 
many and Austria, and in addition more 
than four old battleships to one for 
the enemy. But the superiority in the 
modernity and ton- 
nage is far greater even than these 
immense figures imply. Are we really 
‘to be content to see this vast mass of 
‘about 200 battleships wait idle on the 
-off-chance of the German fleet emerg- 
jing to fight until peace—perhaps an 
| unsatisfactory peace—is declared? 

; “When three old battleships were 
‘sunk in the Dardanelles it was repre- 
‘sented aS a great naval disaster, but 
what kind of a disaster would it be 
when, on the day peace is signed, hun- 
dreds of battleships are found to have 
been virtually unused and pass into 
obsolescence to be supplanted in future 
wars by airplanes and submarines? 

“It is only when we are able to de- 
vise and execute some method of ag- 


mans that we shall find his weakness 
and our strength: that we shall liber- 
ate our splendid navy from the en- 
chanted gircle the submarine has drawn 
about it, and compel our enemies to 
absorb themselves so much in the 
ee of their own defense as to 
eave them no leisure to encompass our 
ruin.“

RUSSIA NOT THINKING 
bf SEPARATE PEACE 


According to Albert Thomas, 
French Minister—Army 
Is Finding Itself. 


Paris, June 24.—All thoughts that 
Russia may conclude a separate peace 
must be set aside, declared Albert 
Thomas, French minister of munitions, 
on his return to Paris last night from 
Russia. An offensive by the Russian 
army is a possibility, in his belief, but 
the military organization problems are 
in the way of solution and the situa- 
tion as regards Russia’s financial and 
economic difficulties is improving every 


day. 

Arne two dig questions which oc- 
cupied us were those of governmental 
order and organization and the mili- 
tary problem,” said M. Thomas, who 
was associated in his visit to Russia 
with other entente representatives of 
socialist and labor interests. 

“Both these problems seem on the 
way to solution. The differences be- 
tween the provisional government and 
representatives of the soldiers and 
workmen have disappeared. The gov- 
ernment is daily gaining in authority 
and the hour is coming when it will 
be able to utilize that authority ad- 
vantageously. 

“Th@ cabinet includes many capable 
men, young and very active. 

“There were, it is useless to deny, 
extremely grave moments at times for 
the army because, of the antiquated 
and very brutal discipline that had been 
enforced and a lack of understanding 
of the new movement on the part of 
certain officers. Today, however, the 
masses comprehend the necessity of a 
disciplined army and a fitm military 
organization. If there is no propa- 
ganda today for a direct offensive, as 
that is conceived in France, the idea 
has at least progressively spread that 
an offensive would render the task 
of maintaining a military defense more 
effective. 

„I found that materially and morally 
an offensive is possible. I cannot spec- 
ify the date. If I knew it you can 
well understand I would not mention 
it. But that an amelioration of the 

eneral situation in Russia has set 
n seems to me indisputable. That 
is wh I look at things confidently. 
And since French opinion has seemed 


troubled it should be repeated that the 
thought of &ny separate peace must 
be completely set aside. Without doubt, 
the Russian people reject all thoughts 
of a struggle for the brutal conquest 
of a country against the will of its 
population. They set much store by 
an avoidance of all suspicion of im- 
perialism and the reports furnished by 
the Russian government on this sub- 
ject concerning the agreements which 
bind Russia to her allies have con- 
tributed greatly to clearing up the sit- 
uation.”’

Dry Goods Rising Fast. 


Scarcely less noteworthy than the rise 
in raw cotton has been the advance in 
finished products, whjch are reaching 
record levels almoe: daily. The situa- 
tion is greatly unsettled and many 
lines are being withdrawn from sale, 
while some manufactufers are disin- 
clined to commit themselves further 


dise, and recognition of this fact may 
rove stimulating to distributive trade 
n the future. 

The question of price-fixing by the 
government has caus general uncer- 
tainty and some confusion in the steel 
industry, yet the rise of the markets 
has continued with little, if any, evi- 
dence of abatement. the situa- 
tion is getting beyond control is the 
view expressed in some quarters and, 
even with exceptional offers from pri- 
vate buyers, who are anxious to cover, 
many producers have stopped selling. 
Mills are still uninformed as to what 
proportion of their output they will be 
obliged to reserve for war require- 
ment, and the lack of definite knowl- 
edge on this subject remains a re- 
straining influence. Meantime, more 
is heard of labor shortage, and fresh 
controversies between wage-earners 
and employers: have arisen at some 
points, while the irregularities in 
transportation continue. 


2 Tiabtness in Money. 


Efforts to prevent undue tension in 
money are seen in the resump 
gold imports from Canada after a sus- 
pension of shipments lasting over a 
month. But though nearly $50,000,000 
came in during the week, call loans 
were frequently quoted at 6 per cent, 
which equals the year’s maximum, and 
time funds, if in a normal position, are 
decidedly stiffer and in scanty offering. 
Increased caution among lending insti- 
tutions was to be expected, with the 
bank surplus only about $13,000,000 
above the lowest 4 reached since 
the inauguration of the federal reserve 
system, and the possibilities of still 
higher rates are not disregarded in 
financial and other circles.

A Discussion of the Situation 
AND 


Few Suggestions 


Twenty-five cents a pound for middling cotton. This has been the dream of farmers for 
generations, and today it has come true. The demand, too, is keen, but more especially for 
contracts than for the actual fibre. Many contributing causes have brought about the 
result, and we will endeavor as briefy as possible to analyze the present situation and fore- 
cast what may be expected to occur in the near future. 

Two short crops and the fear of a third has much to do with the trade’s paying $125.00 
a bale for cotton. Then, in addition, the needs of war are ruthless, and regardless of cost 
must be met and met at once. This induces reckless and competitive buying by the trade; 
and the spinner, waxing fat on huge profits, becomes prodigal in turn and buys and buys. 
And as all sellers of late have been losers, they, in turn, become buyers; and as the bulls 
have been winners by buying, they buy more. It is one grand carnival of buy, buy, buy, 
and it will probably be by-bye soon. 

We are not pessimists, but we have not forgotten the Sully Year; the Scale’s Year, or 
February ist, of this year, and we beg of the trade and the trader to take heed. Stop, fook 
and listen! Don't go it blind. We are at war. Be reasonable. Analyze the situation and its 
probabilities as well as possibilities. 

Cotton in Germany may be worth two dollars a pound. Cotton in England may be 
worth 30c, 40c, 50c a pound. There is practically none in Germany, it is scarce in Eng- 
land, but it is plentiful in America, and we are dealing with the American problem on the 
American Exchanges, and in the American markets. With the exception of June a year ago, 
there is more cotton in the United States today than in any similar June day in history, 
and at that we are within a hundred thousand bales of the record—and the new crop year 
but six weeks away. Think it over. 


Six weeks more and we start the August movement which last year was 423,667 bales.” 


Half of this amount thrown on the narrow, overbought market of today, we believe would 
break it five cents a pound. And then it would be high. 20c c.tton is no bargain. At least 
it hasn't been cne for, rearly fifty years. And it may be fifty years again, any morning, be- 
fore the purchaser of a contract of the day before would be able to realize a profit on his 
trade. Think that over. 

Since March ist in no single week have the exports this year equalled the same week of 
last year. The submarine is the answer; but it leaves the Cotton in America, and it leaves 
us to care for it, with its excessive carrying charges. It is no plaything at 25c a pound. 
Think that over. 60 

We are told Europe must have our cotton. That exports will pick up shortly. This 
statement is an utter absurdity., A starving L an doesn’t care whether he has a shirt on his 
back or not. A man who is being shot at wants a gun, not a yard of cloth. He wants men 
to help him fight, and men are what he will get. We will send Europe men, and we must 
feed those men after they have been sent. 

We venture the assertion that six months from today it will be more difficult to squeeze 
a bale of cotton on a ship than it has been at any time in the past twelve months. Transport- 
ing a million men take ships, ships, and more ships. Feeding them takes ships. Feeding 
our Allies takes ships, ships and more ships. And the Germans have a way of taking ships, 
ships.and more ships. And six months from today, whether the crop is large or small, there 
will have come on to the market millions of bales of cotton that will be with us because 
it will have no other place to go and no way of going. 

So much for the export situation. And if you cannot export, your consumption must 
shrink. It doesn’t matter if the world needs it or not, if it cannot get it. The indications are 
that the exports will not exceed 5,300,000 bales. Home consumption will probably be 7,700,- 
000 bales, so at the outside 13,000,000 to 13,500,000 should be the total consumption. This 
leaves no shortage, but a healthy carryover. - 

The spinner knows it. In no single week this year, since March ist, has the spinner 
taken as much cotton as in the corresponding week of last season. We are prating of short- 
age and boasting of consumption, yet since March Ist exports, compared with last year, have 
fallen off 924,497 bales; and spinners’ takings are less by 1,091,633 bales. Facts do not 
square with misleading theories. 

Cotton today is selling $60.00 a bale over the price prevailing one year ago, an average 
of 1000, with warehouses full and stocks heavy at interior towns and ports. The reason is 
this, and in this lies the danger, a grave, a very grave danger. There is no scarcity of cot- 
ton, but contracts are scarce. 

The reason is simple. The American spinner is over extended. Home demands are 
large because of our prosperity. War demands are large because of our preparations. Foreign 
demand is insistent because its customary markets are in countries at war. South America, 
Africa, even India, are buying here. They once bought in Germany, Austria, France and 
Britain. Their contracts are now with our mills, and our mills, in turn, have bought 
contracts for self-protection. The contracts are tied up. Liverpool. that once furnished 
many, does little straddling. The short is whipped and is timid. The spot holder would 
like to sell but fears he cannot ship, and on about twenty per cent of a normal supply of 
contracts our values are being made as representative of the whole. 

The spinner is not buying the actual cotton because by buying the contracts he not 
only buys a discount but is saving the excessive cost of carrying, and he does not need the 
cotton for months. Some have covered their requirements well into next season, and a re- 
sultant condition of most uncertain import is evident on the Exchanges. 

Wo will be the buyer when the spinner gets his cotton and in turn must sell hie con- 
tract? Investment buyers will be scarce at 25c a pound, with the new crop moving in vol- 
ume, and warehouse space at a premium; money rates advancing, export situation unrelieved. 
We want no repetition of February ist. The trade cannot stand it, and the Government may 
not stand it, and preventive measures against its recurrence should and must be found. 
Towards this end heavy marginal demands are being insisted upon, but something further 
and more drastic seems needed. 

Our suggestion of relief is twofold. Let the spinner, who has bought cotton from 15c up. 
sell back a portion and stand uncovered on a portion. Let him also refuse to contract for his 

Should calamity overtake the market, 
cancellations would be very costly at this high level of price. \ 

And as for the farmer, let him arrange through his merchant, and the merchant through 
a bank, to sell in the contract market against a portion of his expected yield. The price is 
more than he ever expected to receive and it guarantees a handsome profit. Both should rea)- 
ize the situation before it is too late and hasten to act, otherwise futures may be forced 
much higher and in the end will prove costly to both. 

There is a day coming when there will be three seliers to one buyer. The cotton mer. 
chant must sell; the long must sell out, and the speculator, now awaiting the psychological 
moment, will lend himself to the task. The result can only spell one thing—chaos!

The sales 
of fertilizer from January 1 to June 1, 
1917, aggregate 735,068 tons, against 
664,430 for the same period in 1916. 
Weather conditions were most unfa- 
vorable at the beginning of the season, 
the coldness preventing proper germi- 
nation, and will make the erop late. 
Lack of moisture also had its effect. 
though conditions have been more fa- 
vorable during the past few weeks. 
There has been some shortage of farm 
labor, due to the exodus of negroes to 
the east and parts of the west. The 
shortage of far labor is placed at 
from 2 to 5 per cent, as compared with 
1916, with an increase in wages, of 
about 20 per cent. It is estimated that 
the stocks of cotton on hand are con- 
siderably reduced, .as compared with 
the same period of 1916. but it is im- 
possible to arrive at any definite or 
reliable percentage of the decrease, as 
a great deal of the cotton held in 1916 
and in previous years at this date at 
interior points has been shipped and 
stored at porte and interior ware- 
houses. 

Auguste — A reduction 
5 to 10 per cent in planting 
is reported, and a further de- 
crease in acreage has been caused by 
cold weather. A small increase in pur- 
chases of fertilizers is noted in some 
counties, but in most cases there has 
been a decrease of approximately 10 
per cent. Up to the last two weeks un- 
favorable weather interfered with the 
growth and stand of the crop, but con- 
ditions have recently improved with the 
higher temperatures. The supply of la- 
bor is not up to normal, owing to the 
exodus of farm hands to the north and 
elsewhere. Wages are about 20 per 
cent higher than last year. Prevailing 
high prices have resulted in a larger 
portion of the cotton which was being 
held coming on the market, and little 
of the old crop is left on hand. 

Columbus—The acreage in this dis- 
trict is much less than last year. In 
some counties the decrease is only 15 
per cent, while some others, particular- 
ly those affected by the boll weevil last 
year, show a reduction of as much as 
60 per cent. The small farmers have 
not curtailed as much as have the 
large planters. In several counties 
much land first planted in cotton has 
been plowed over and corn, velvet beans 
and peanuts planted, owing to bad 
stands and the appearance of the boll 
weevil so early in the year. Weather 
conditions have been unfavorable and 
the stand is.not good in many sections. 
There has been a decrease in the pur- 
chases of fertilizers of about 25 per 
cent. Farm hands are not as plentiful 
as last season and wages have advanced 
about 26 percent. The stock of old cot- 
ton on hand is much smaller than last 
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year, the decrease being almost 50 per 
cent. In Columbus warehouses only 
about 7,500 bales are now on hand, as 
compared with 20,000 during the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Savannah:—The acreage of the new 
crop as compared with that of last year 
will show a decrease of from 5 to 8 
per cent. Purchases of fertilizer have 
increased perhaps 10 per cent in Geor- 
gia and from 15 to 20 per cent. in South 
Carolina. The weather at first was 
very unfavorable, but two or three 
weeks ago hot weather set in, accom- 
panied by rain, and the crop has made 
considerable progress since that time. 
Labor conditions are not at all satis- 
factory, wages being high and the Sup- 
ply limited. Stocks of old cotton on 
hand are small as compared with last 
year. In some seetions of south Geor- 
gia, particularly in the Sea Island belt, 
it is reported that the boll weevil has 
appeared, and some farmers are com- 
plaining that it is already doing dam- 
age.
